New York, Nov. 26.—[{Special.}—Four per- 
sons died and one ocean liner was sunk in a 
collision during a fog off Sandy Hook today, 

The steamer lost was the Finance, outward 
bound for the isthmus of Panama. It was 
rammed by the steel freighter, Georgic, and 
went down in ten minutes. 

Among those saved from the Finance's 
passenger list were Mige Ray Blanchard of 
Wheaton, III., 4 nurse in the Presbyterian 
hospital of Chicago; Miss Blanchard’s room- 
mate, Mrs. McCullagh of Chicago; Mrs. Ira 
Talbot of Chicago, who jumped overboard 
with her 14 months old son, and B. A. Metcalf 
of Rockford, In. 

Miss Blanchard is daughter of President 
Charles Blanchard of Wheeton college. She 
was en route to Colon, Panama, where her 
sister, Mrs. J. M. Weaver, wife of an engi- 
heer stationed at the Culebra cut, isill. Miss 
Blanchard “elegraphed her father announc- 
ing her safety. She says she intends to re- 
sume her journey: to the isthmus on the next 
Miss NManchard wae the only woman whé 
Was up and dressed and out on the ship's 
deck when it was struck. She saw the prow 
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of the Georgic impending and steadied herself

Would Refuse to Leave. 

Of the passengers lost, one was 4 woman, 
Miss Irene Campbell of Panama, who clung 
frantically to the rafl of the sinking vessel 
and could not be persuaded to release her 
hold. Then two safllors clamibered onto the 
half submerged deck, and, seizing the nh 
stricken woman, one at either arm, stru 
to force her from her position. 

A powerfully bullt woman, her natural 
strength magnified by madness, and neither 
reason nor force could break her hold The 
| men abandoned her only in time to save them- 
selves, the vessel sinking under their feet as 
they climbed into a lifeboat. With a despair- 
ing cry the woman disappeared. 

William H.. Todd, third assistant engineer, 
jumped overboard and was lost. When a 
roll of the passengers of the Finance was 
called, it was found that Charles H. Schwein- 
ler, @ policeman of Panama, and Henry Mul- 
ler, a raitroad conductor of Panama, had 
disappeared, and there is little doubt that 
they were drowned. 


Crash in Main Channel. 

The disaster occurred in the main ship 
channel off Sandy Hook and as both vessels 
were groping their way through a fog that 
nas held up commerce for three days. ine 
Finance bad crept out of ite berth lest Mon- 
day, bound for Colon, but down outside of 
New York’s gateway ran into a blanket of 
tog which compelled it to anchor. Barly to- 
day the Skipper of fogbound craft in and 
about the bar noticed that the fog was break- 
ing away, and there wae a concerted move- 
ment to get under way. 

The Finance had weighed anchor and was 
picking ite way down the Swasb channel 
when Capt. Mowbray, who wae on the bridge, 
heard the Whistle of an approaching liner. 
The Finance was tmmediately ordered astern 
and ‘was slowly backing when the Georgic 
crashed into it. The prow of the freighter 
penetrated the side of the Finance nearly ten 
feet, tearing away an unoccupied stateroom 
and leaving a ragged hole through which the 
water rushed in. Many of the passengers, 
awakened from a sound sleep, were thrown 
from their berthe. Hastily covering 
eclves with bedclothing and maki Httle 
attempt to dress, these rushed in a panic to 
the main deck. 

Many. of the passengers jumped overboard 
pefore they could bé restrained by the crew, 
many not stopping even to provide them- 
selves with life preservers. That more were 
not lost wae due to the discipline of the crew 
of the Finance the prompt and intelli- 
gent work of the re from the Georgic. 


Boats Lowered Quickly. 
The boats of the Finance were cut away as 
quickly as possible, though with difficulty 


because of the heavy Mst of the sinking { 


steamer. Attention was first given to those 
who had jumped overboard, and a score or 
more were picked up by the small boats.

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LAMPHERE GUILTY OF ARSON 


Jury Ignores Murd 
Sentence 2 to 21 


Aecused Pleased with Verdict, but Main- 
tains Innocence.

Laporte, Ind. Nov. 26,—[Special.)—Ray 
Lamphere was found guilty of arson tonight 
after the jury nad been out twenty~eix hours. 
Judge John C. Richter immediately sen- 
tenced him to the penitentiary for an indeter- 
minate term of from two to twenty-one years 
and assessed a fihe of $5,000. Lamphere 
probebly, will begin. serving hie sentence at 
Michigan City tomorrow, 
|) The-verdict' was in the nature of a compro- 
mise, ten of the jurore having held out rom 
the first for a verdict of murder in the second 
degree, with a penalty of life imprisonment. 
Two stubborn members all day contended 
for a verdict of arson and not guilty, re- 
spectively. 

Following the sentencing of Lamphere all 
the jurors signed a statement that they were 
convihced by the evidence at the trial that 
the adit body found in the ruins with the 
bodies of the three children was that of Mrs. 
Gunness. 

Lamphere Now Thinks Woman Dead. 

Lamphere expressed a similar belief in the 
fret extended statement he has made to 
other than hie attorneye since the trial be- 
| gan. He said he considered himself lucky, 
in view of the evidence produced, in getting 
off as easily as he has. He maintained his 
innocence, hewever. 

The news that the jury had reached an 
agreement was flashed from the courthouse 
at 7:15 p. m., and within ten minutes the 
courtroom was crowded with an audience 
which had come on the run to see the close of 
the sensational case. Thesjury filed in, and 
Foreman Henry Mills, a gray haired farmer, 
informed the court that he desired to make a 
statement on behalf of the jury before the 
reading of the verdict by’Judge Richter. 
The court ruled such a proceeding would be 
irregular, and read the verdict as follows: 

“We, the jury, find the defendant guilty of 
arson ag charged in the indic{ment, and find 
the defendant —- years of age.” 


Makes No Statement at Sentence. 

Lamphere sat in his chair while the verdict 
was read without displaying emotion. His 
attorneys, H. W. Worden and EHsworth E. 
„Weir, leaned over him and Weir said: 

“ The instruction about arson is what did 
it, Ray, but it ise wrong, and yoy will come 
out of it all right.” 

Lamphere paid scant attention. In the 
meantime, the court determined that Lam- 
phere was 38 yéars of age, or old enough to 
o to Michigan City penitentiary instead of 
Jeffersonville, which is for criminals un- 
der 30. 

“Ray Lamphere, stand up,” the court 
commanded. “Have you anything. to say 
why sentence should not be passed upon 
vou? 

“I don’t know that I have at thie time, 
murmured Lamphere after a pause. 

_ Fudge Richter then pronounced sentence 
and Lamphere wae marched back to jail. 

New Trial Is Not LIkely. 

“Contrary to expectations, Lamphere’s at- 
torneye made no motion for a new trial. Un- 
officially; -however, they expressed such in- 
tention, but in view of Lamnphere’s light sen- 
tence.in comnperison with the heavy punish- 
ment which another jury might bring in

Washington. D. C., Nov. 26.—The. plague 
situation on the Pacific coast is said to have 
greatly improved within the last few months 
and the officials Who have been most active 
in the work of its suppression are encour- 
aged to beMeve that with continued vigilance 
its complete “eradication is probable. 

Dr. Walter Wyman, surgeon general, in a 
report concerning human plague and plague 
infested rats in California cities and in Seat- 
tle covers the period by months from May, 
190T, to Oct. 31, 1908, and -shows that since 
this last named date no case of human 
plague or of plague infected rats has been 
discovered on the Pacific coast. 

The report shows that in May, 1907, there 
was one case of human plague in San Fran-: 
cisco and this resulted fataMy. In June and 
July ‘there were none, but in August there 
were eleven cases of which six resulted 
fatally. Im September there were u cases 
with 22 deaths. In October there were 38 
cases and 24 deaths, and n November 36 
cases with 17 deaths.
